The German division attacking Cachy

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|“MEN WILL WIN: RUSH THEM OVER” 
RADCLIFFE’S APPEAL TO ALL ALLIES 


oN DON. April 26.—The duty ot | 
every entente allied country 
engaged in the war to get 
every possible man into posi- 
tion to support the battle front, 
was emphasized by Gen. Delma 
Radcliffe, chief director of military 
rations, at the war office today, in 
first interview with newspapermen 
since ‘he took over the position former- 
ly held by Maj. Gen. F. B. Maurice. 
“The Germans are going on with 
this hammering process,” he said, “ and 
we have got to make up our minds 
that it is not this week, or next week, 
or next month, that this fight is com- 
ing to a decision. We are going to 
fight the whole summer, and in the 
end it is u question of who holds the 
last reserves. 


“Reserves on the west front now 
are, I am happy to say, in the hands 
of ohe command—namely: in the 
hands of the commander in chief of 
the allied armies in France, Gen. Foch, 
in whom everybody in both armies has 
complete confidence. He has so far 
employed only a small proportion of 
his reserves and that is a good augury 
for the future. 

“I want to emphasize the fact that 
this is a long drawn out test of en- 
durance, endurance of nations. That 
is why it is so imperative for this 
country and all countries which are 
engaged to get hold of every mian they 
possibly can to support thé battle 
front. What is going * 1 in the 
end is men. vo" 


In summing up ‘Gn battle sit 
after telling of the good redilts of 
allied defense in the Lys sector, Gen. 
Radcliffe said:

At this time I was 
again in Berlin, and 1 told Helfferich 
that I regarded the tone and contents 
of the ultimatum as simply monstrous, 
“Dr. Helfferich, however, said that 
the note only had that ring in the Ger- 
translation. He had seen the ulti- 
matum in French, and in French it 
really could not be regarded as over- 
done. 

“On this occasion Helfferich also 
said to me that the kaiser had gone on 
his northern cruise only as a blind; 
he had not arranged the cruise on the 
usual extensive scale. but was remain 
ing close at hand and keeping in con- 
stant touch. Now one must simply 
wait and see what would happen. The 
Austrians, who, of course, did not ex- 
pect the ultimatum to be accepted, 
were really acting rapily before the 
other powers could find time to inter- 
fere. 


Bank Begins Holding Gold. 


“The Deutsche bank had already 
made its arrangements, so as to be 
prepared for all eventualities. For ex- 
ample, it was no longer paying out the 
gold which came in. That could easily 
be done without attracting notice, and 
the amount day by day reached con- 
siderable sums. 

“Immediately after the Vienna ulti- 
matum to Serbia th German govern- 
ment issued declarations to the effect 
that Austria-Hungary had acted all 
alone, without Germany’s previous 
knowledge. When one attempted to 
reconcile. these declarations with the 
events mentioned above, the only pos- 
sible explanation was that the xhiser 
had tied himself down without inviting 
the codperation of his government, and 
that in the conversations with the Aus- 
trians the Germans took care not to 
agree upon the text of the ultimatum. 
For I have already shown that the con- 
tents of the ultimatum were pretty 
accurately known in Germany. 

“Herr Krupp von Böhlen, with whom 


1 spoks about these German leclara- 
tions—which, at any rate in their ef- 
feci. were lles—wus also by no means 
edified. For, as he said, Germany 
ought not, in such a tremendous affair, 
to have given a blank check to a state 
Und Austria; and it was the duty of 
the leading statesmen to demand, both 
of the kaiser and of our allies, that the 
Austrian claims and the ultimatum to 
Serbia should be discussed in minute 
detail and definitely decided upon, and 
also that we should decide upon the 
precise program of our further pro- 
ceedings. | 

“He said that, whatever pofnt of view 
one took, we ought not to give our- 
selves into the hands of the Austrians 
and expose ourselves to eventualities 
which had not been reckoned out in 
advance. One ought to have connected 
appropriate conditions with our ob 
tions. : : | 
In short, Herr von Böhlen regarded 
the German denial of previous know!l- 
edge, if there was any trace of truth 
in it, as an offense against the element- 
ary principles of diplomacy; and he told 
mo that he intended to speak in this 
sense to Herr von Jagow, then foreign 
secretary, who was a special friend of 


Kaiser Had Gone too Far. 


“As a result of this conversation, 
Herr von Böhlen told me that Herr 
von Jagow stuck firmly to his asser- 
tion that he had had nothing to do 
with the text of the Austro-Hungarian 
ultimatum, and that Germany had 
never made any such demands. In re- 
ply to the objection that this was in- 
conceivable, Herr von Jagow replied 
that he, as a diplomatist, had urally 
thought of making such a demand. 

“When, however, Herr von Jagow 


and was called in, the kaiser had so 
committed himself that it was too late 
for any procedure according to diplo- 
matic custom, and there was nothing 
more to be done. The situation was 
such that it would have been impossi- 
ble to intervene with drafting pro- 


posals. 

“In the end, he (Jagow) had thought 
that non-interference would have its 
advantages—namely: the good impres- 
sion which could be made in Petersburg 
and Paris with the German declaration 
that Germany had not codperated in 
the preparation of the Vienna ultima- 
tum.” 
| Writes to Hollweg.

German Chiefs Degraded. 

“But since the first days of 1917 I 
have abandoned all hope as regards 
the present directors of Germany. Our 
offer of peace without indication of 
our war aims, the accentuation of the 
submarine war, the deportations of 
Belgians, the systematic destruction 
in France, and the torpedoing of Eng- 
lish hospital ships have so 
the governors of the German empire 
that I am profoundly convinced that 
they are disqualified forever for the 
elaboration and conclusion of a sin- 
cere and just agreement. The per- 
sonalities may change, but they can- 
not remain the representatives of the 
German cause. . 

“The German people will not be able 
to repair the grievous crime commit- 
ted against its own present and future, 
and against that of Europe and the 
whole human race until it is repre 
sented by different men with a dif- 
ferent mentality. To tell the truth, it 
is mere justice that its reputation 
throughout the whole world is as bad 
as it is. 

Against Hopes of Mankind. 

“The triumph of its methods—the 
methods by which it has hitherto con- 
ducted the war both militarily and po- 
litically—would constitute a defeat for 
the ideas and the supreme hopes of 
mankind. One has only to imagine 
that a people exhausted, demoralized, 
or hating violence, should consent to 
a peace with a government which 
has eonducted such a war, in order 
to understand how the general level 
and the chances of life of the peoples 
would remain black and deceptive. 

“As a man and as a German who 
desires nothing but the welfare of the 
deceived and tortured German people, 
I turn away definitely from the present 
representatives of the German regime. 
And I have only one wish—that all 
independent men may do the same and 
that many Germans may understand 
and act. 

“In view of the fact that it is im- 
possible for me at present to make any 
manifestation before German public 
opinion, I have thought it to be my 
absolute duty to inform your excel- 
lency of my point of view.”

“T am glad that you indorse my ac- 
tion,” said Speaker Clark, addressing 
the house. “ Of course, to be a senator 
from Missouri is a great honor. It 
presented to me the most serious ques- 
tion that has ever arisen in my life 
from a political standpoint. The gen- 
erous conduct of the Republicans 
would have made it easier, and I want 
publicly to thank them.

Fellowship Club Fears the 
Situation Will Endan- 
ger the Allies.

Washington, D. C., April 26.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Expressing the fear that the 
Irish conscription issue endangers the 
common cause of the United States 
and its allies, the Irish Fellowship club 
of Chicago has petitioned President 
Wilson to employ his good offices with 
England to obtain immediate home 
rule for Ireland, thereby enabling Ire 
land to settle the conscription ques 
tion. 

The petition which was laid before 
the president today says: 

Our fear as Americans is that 
the present situation between Eng- 
land and Ireland will be gravely 
prejudicial to the cause of America 
and the allies at this most critical 
time, 

Our interest and duty as Amer- 
icans is to subordinate and bend 
everything towards winning the 
war. 

Claims Are Presented. 


A statement of the claims and con- 
tentions of the parties most directly 
involved is given as follows: 

“The English government claims it 
is not only just but axpedient for a 
war measure for it to impose conscrip- 
tion on Ireland at this time. 

The people of Ireland contend that 
when treated fairly they need not be 
drafted to fight freedom’s battles, and 
in no event has any power outside of 
Ireland the right to impose such a 
draft. ; 

“That at the opening of the war 
England passed a home rule law for 
Ireland whose operation she suspend- 
ed for one year under armed pressure 
of rebellious Ulsterites aided from Ger-

After trying to make trouble with 
Holland, which trouble has not vet 
calmed down, the Germans seem to 
want to cause friction with Switzer- 
land. 

As is the case with Holland, it would 
not be the first time trouble has arisen 
between Helvetia and Germany. In 
Holland the first cause of the quarrel 
was over the transit of gravel and 
sand, and in Switzerland it is over the 
transit of a supply, of coal. 

The German press, notably the North 
German Gazette, almost openly warns 
Switzerland she should be satisfied with 
what Germany is sending in the matter 
of coal. J 

This paper points out that there are 
other countries bordering on Germany 
which are in better position to relay 
than Switzerland. These countries, of 
course, are Holland and Denmark. 

The German Gazette also says the 

Swiss newspapers should not show so 
much dislike toward Germany.

For several months the Chicago Co- 
operative League of Building Trades 
and Industries has been bombarding 
Washington with statistics on the city’s 
labor resources for war industries. 
Hugh Reid, representing the labor de- 
partment, visited Chicago and made a 
survey of labor conditions last week. 
During his trip he talked with many 
local labor leaders. 

The appointment of Mr. Lennon, who 
is vice president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, came as the result of 
Mr. Reid's report. 

End Fights Is Advice. 

In naming Mr. Lennon, Secretary 
Wilson reiterated‘ the words of Mr. 
Reid to- labor leaders that the cam- 
paign to bring war contracts to Chi- 
cago will be handicapped unless the 
unions end all their jurisdictional 
fights. | 

“It has been pointed out to the 
department of labor and to the war 
industries board,” the secretary said, 
“that large numbers of men are with- 
out employment in Chicago. 

“Mr. Reid, representative of the de- 
partment, reports that there are up- 
wards of 60,000 in the building trades 
at present idle. He told representa- 
tives of the various Chicago unions 
that there were certain factors in the 
Chicago labor aituation which made 
the department hesitate to recommend 
any large undertakings there. 

Willing to Arbitrate. 

“Various labor leaders with whom 
he conferred indicated a willingness to 
submit their internal disputes to gov- 
ernmental arbitration. As a result of 
his report, Mr. Lennon has been as- 
signed to attempt some agreement by 
which the unions will sign a joint 
agreement to abide by the decision of 
government arbitrators. during the 
term of the war.” 4 ° 

It was also sta in the capital that 
Mr. Lennon would endeavor to settle 
the present labor trouble between the 
Otis Elevator company and electrical 
workers’ union No. 134 on the Pennsyl- 
vania station construction work. It 
was this difficulty that prevented the 
electrical workers from signing up at 
first with other building trade unions 
to agree to call no strikes during the 
war.

Ship Shakes Like Steer. 
“ The ship was struck about 6 o'clock 
in the evening. I was in the middle 
of the ship at the time, and the ship 
Shook like I have seen steers shake 
at the stockyards. Then suddenly 
everything was still. The torpedo had 
gone through the engine room, stop- 
ping the machinery, and after days of 
the throbbing of the engines their 
sudden silence was almost uncanny. 
“The men had just finished their sup- 
per in the hold. They were as disor- 
ganized as it was possible to be. Yet 
they formed themselves into lines, with- 
out disorder or panic, and went up the 
ladders to the deck in single file. There 
were only two women—stewardesses— 
aboard. When they appeared on deck 
the men cried, as if by common con- 
sent, ‘step aside, the ladies are cum- 
ing.’ The lines of men parted ard 
the women were at once sent over 
the side into boats, 
Women Help Rescue. 

“They were real women—those tWwo— 
‘|8cotchwomen. They clambered down 
the ropes as nimbly as any man, and 
when in their boat aided in the resctie 
of four of our lads from the water. 
The ship's officers, also Scotch, lived 
up to the best traditions of the British 
navy.” 

Lieut. Joerns was in charge of a life- 
boat which held fifty men. It was res- 
cued by a British destroyer at 7 o’clock. 

“Some of the scenes were sicken- 
ing,” continued Lieut. Joerns. “I was 
not much bothered by my wetting, and 
after getting into dry clothing and 
getting something hot to drink went 
on deck and helped pull in survivors.

“I. M. O.“ AND RAPID TRANSIT. | 

No fair and thoughtful mind denies there is 
a case for municipal ownership of local transpor 
tation systems. City ownership and operation 
might conceivably give better service than private 
ownership and operation. Those who advocate 
municipalization of our traction systems are ent! 
tled to be heard and always will be heard until a 
final determination of the issue is hed. 

The existing evils in our transpo on service 
are only indirectly related to the question of own- 
ership. The development of the city has reached 
4 point where it is practically impossible to im- 
prove the service without increasing transporta 
tion facilities. The number of street cars and ele- 
vated trains that operate through the loop during 
the rush hours is limited to the physical capacity 
of the tracks. Inasmuch as buSiness at these 
hours is more profitable for the companies than 
at any other periods of the day it is to their own 

_ §mterest to operate as many cars as possible. 
It is not only the loop that suffers by the present 
éongestion. Practically every outlying community 
feels the lack of rapid transit facilities. The re- 
port of the city’s expert engineers was especially 
designed to give relief to these communities. 

Any program for the improvement of transpor- 
tation conditions in Chicago will involve the ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars. The city’s com- | 
mission of engineers estimated the expense for 

the first period of construction—that is, for the 

first six to nine years—would amount to approxti- 

mately $100,000,000. The elevated railroads, which 

have never been profitable, could not raise that 

sum of money. The surface lines, with a franchise 

having only nine yéars to run, would be equally 

incapable of borrowing so large an amount. 

The city government likewise could not do it. 
Our municipal borrowing power is. definitely lim- 
ited by the state constitution, and at the present 
time we have almost reached the prescribed lim- | 
itation. In order to bring about municipal own- 
ership we should have to obtain authority in the 
first place to issue sufficient bonds to purchase 
the existing properties. The initial expense would 
be more than $200,000,000. We should then have 
to float another bond issue of $100,000,000 or more 
if we intended to make ‘any extensive improve- 
ments—and the straphanger will not be any better 
off than he is today until these improvements are 
made. | | : 

Now the only way in which the city can obtain 
authority to issue bonds to meet these very large 
expenditures is through the medium of a consti- 
tutional convention. If everything should go well 
the city might be given that authority within 
about five years. The people of the state will 
vote on the proposed convention this fall. If the 
vote is favorable it will then be the duty ot the 
legislature to provide for the election of delegates. 
The next step is the assembling of the delegates, 
and no one can know how long it will take them 
to finish their work. Finally the proposed consti- 
tution is submitted to a referendum vote. After 
that would come action under the grant. 

If, then, all transportation improvement is made 
contingent on the adoption of a new constitution 
it is clear that we cannot make any headway for 
several years even under favorable circumstances. 
| But there is always the possibility that some ob- 
m= 6: Stacle may postpone or nullify the whole scheme. 
= Even if a new constitution should finally be adopted 
we have no assurance that’ it would contain ade- 
= quate provisions to give Chicago the power to 
purchase the traction lines or to borrow money for 
their rehabilitation. | 

In the meantime it is altogether probable that 
our population will have increased and our trans- 
portation service will have become correspondingly 
‘ worse. | | 

On the other harid, there is reason to believe 
that we can now make an agreement with the 
private companies which will insure an early be- 
ginning on the proposed program of rapid transit 
: improvement. It is true that Walter L. Fisher 
™ criticizes with force certain features of the pre- 
liminary proposal submitted by the companies, but 
a reasonable attitude on both sides, ceupled with 
a desire to bring about an equitable compromise, 
ought to lead to a settlement. If that can be ac- 
complished it is quite likely that the so-called initia! 
period of construction would be entirely completed 
before the proposed new constitution became ef. 
fective. | : | | 

It should be understood that by proceeding with 
the present program the city will not preclude 
itself from taking up the question of “immediate 
municipal ownership” whenever Chicago obtains 
the constitutional authority it now lacks. But in 
the absence of that authority the “I. M. O.“ agita.

INFLUENCING PUBLIC OPINION. 
Hopewell L. Rogers of the Chicago News, as pres- 
ident of the American Publishers’ association, pro- 
posed at the annual meeting of. the association in 
New York that the publishers establish a bureau 
cf information in Washington. | 
The real American difficulty lies in public opinion. 
So long as public opinion is kept in an uncritical 
and acceptive condition, policies and acts dg not 
come to an accounting. | 
In the present bureau of public information the 
country has an agency of special pleading. Its 
purpose is to maintain public confidence in things 
as they are. George Creel is admirably selected 
for this purpose. He is an uncompromising par- 
tisan, with a zeal which knows very few scruples, 
The whole object of the department he directs 
is to prevent the public discernment of errors, the 
public recognition of the futility and fallacy of 
policies. It is to keep the public from seeing the 
relation between cause and effect, to keep them 
from questioning the ideas which have brought 
them to their present predicament, and to keep 
them satisfied with the activities of the govern- 
ment in getting them out of their predicament. 
Al the hope that the United States is about 
to learn a lesson is in the hope that public opinion 
will be modified by experience and that it will not 
hereafter be so credulous and illusioned. It is 
the object of the present bureau of public informa- 
tion to interpose rhetoric betweén public opinion 
and experience, to prevent the modification, and to 
keep the people satisfied, credulous, and undis- 
turbed. 
Inasmuch as we shall make no progress except 
by progress in opinion, it is important, as Mr. 
Rogers suggested, that the publishers establish a 
bureau which is intended to produce data for cor- 
rect reasoning and good judgment. 
Government statements of what is happening 
and what is being done have been tainted from 
the beginning. They are unreliable. They are in- 
complete. They play upon public opinion in every 
fashion in which Mr. Creel can manipulate them. 
They exaggerate. They suppress. They even dis- 
tort beyond recognition. J 
They are intended to create false impressions, 
and the only excuse Mr. Creel could offer would 
be that they were intended to sustain the morale 
and optimism of the nation. This, however, is 
not their primary intent. That is one of justifica- 
tion. It is to justify policies which have brought 
us into trouble and to continue these policies to 
get us into more trouble. It is to make errors 
appear as wise conduct and to make it possible 
for the errors to continue. Pe | 
There is need of a bureau of information which 
will be influenced by a desire to form opinion upon 
fact. If we can get a correction of opinion we can 
force an improvement in policies. Unless we get 
it we shall continue to endure the consequences 
of bad policies.

“That virtue,” he 
declares, “ which is but a youngling in the contem- 
piation of evil, and knows not the utmost that vice 
promises her followers, and rejects it, is but a blank 
virtue, not a pure; her whiteness is but an excre- 
mental whiteness.” An observation that suggests 
La Rochefoucauld’s maxim that no one has a right 
to be called good unless he has sufficient strength 


Milton’s great argument, it is hardly necessary 
to say, is not the argument of a licentious repro- 
bate; it is, in fact, the plea of a devout Puritan, the 
author of the greatest religious poem in the Eng- 
lish language. This information is added especially 
for the benefit of Maj. Funkhouser, who, we under- 
stand, is of the opinion that artists and defenders

MERITS OF OUTDOOR 
SPORTS. 
J. M, writes; “ Now that the one 
hour of daylight is to be saved 
afternoons, I have been consider- 
ing the taking up of golf, tennis, 
baseball, or other outdoor sport as 
a means of exercise, being a confined 
office worker, No doubt there are many 
others in the same position as I. 

“I should like to see a discussion of 
the relative merits of the different sports 
mentioned above, and how they compare 
with each other for men of different 
ages. I am just 34 myself; and 
also how golf and tennis compare with 
baseball, indoor baseball, and basket- 
ball as @ recreation and conditioner for 
sedentary workers. In other words, 
what would be the best form of recrea- 
tion and conditioner. 


— 

| REPLY—You are young enough to play 
tennis with advantage, and any man who 
has enough vigor to stand tennis is 
good enough for golf, basketball, or 
baseball. Of the games mentioned, golf 
is far the easiest, and, therefore, best 
sulted for elderly people. 

Golf is little more than walking. It 
starts then by an entry of the advantage 
of a frequently interrupted walk of two 
to five miles in the open air and on the 
turf. The drives, approaches, and putts 
furnish moderate exercise to the muscles 
of the arms and trunk. The good player 
never uses any muscles with great ten- 
sion or violence. There is the single 
drive and then a walk before the next 
one. Nothing about that to strain the 
heart or to increase blood pressure. 
Underneath the ledger entry of a walk 
in the open air is written: Moderate use 
of the muscles, of the trunk and arms. 
No strain—codrdination of muscles—zest 
of play—mild competition. 


—— 
Baseball is not to be classed with hard 
exercises, The pitchers, catchers, bats- 
men, and runners work hard. The other 
players take life easy until the play 
comes their way. They must be able 
to work hard for a short time. They 
must have good wind, but not much en- 
durance is required, 
The compulsory draft disclosed the fact 
that a lot of good baseball players are 
poor physical specimens. The fact that 
some ball players stay in fast company 
until they reach middle life its further 
proof that the game is not a hard one. 
The draft examiners would probably 
throw out a majority of the golf players, 
including some near champions. They 
threw out a fair number of ball players, 
but it is a safe bet that a Tew high class 
tennis players, squash players, or hand- 
ball players failed to pass the physical 
examination for the army. 
When a tennis player is no longer able 
to hop back and forth at great speed for 
many minutes on a stretch, he may go 
into baseball, where he may not need to 
hop but once an inning. If he is no 
longer able to hop about at all, then golf 
is his game,

class, I should say that golf is his game.

A DRINK CURE. 

H. offers the following valuable sug- 
gestions: Permit me to offer a few sug- 
gestions, based upon tolerably mature ex- 
perience, concerning the treatment of the 
liquor an@ the drug habits. In all but 
the most exceptional cases there is a 
certain remedy for the cure of both con- 
ditions, and that remedy is food. Tis- 
sues that are properly nourished will 
never call for artificial stimulation. Most 
fortunately, the simplest and most eas- 
ily assimilated foods are by all odds the 
most efficient in dealing with artificial 
diseases. 

Light vegetable soups, animal broths, 
and ripened fruits and berries are of 
the highest value. Cheese and salads 
must not be forgotten. Buttermilk and 
cream are worth their weight in gold. 
Sedative drugs are of great service at 
times, but they must be employed spar- 
ingly and always with the same cau- 
tion that we employ when administer- 


ing a general anaesthetic. If opium is 


indicated* it must be given by the hand 
of the physician himself and never con- 
fided to unskilled laymen. 

Alcoholics ought to be fed from ten to 


fifteen times a day, a bit of cheese or 


a morsel of tempting salad counting as 
a meal. Two ounces of hard cider, 
mixed with twice the quantity of water, 
and sipped at leisure will soon destroy 
the appetite for beer. I question wheth- 
er saline purgatives ever do any mate- 
rial good. Spinach, wild mustard, tur- 
nip tops and young dandelion boiled 
with smoked jowl and eaten with corn 
pone and cold buttermilk will keep the 
bowels open. Never permit a reformed 
alcoholic to go to bed with an empty 
stomach. , | 

But without a substantial breakfast 
the alcoholic is a ship without either 
sail or rudder. No man who cannot eat 
a solid breakfast will ever give up the 
whisky habit. Thirst should be quench- 
ed with buttermilk or with a mixture 
of hard cider and cold water. 
is satisfactory when the cider cannot be 
procured. Its use creates no habit. Ice 
cream in small quantities taken at fre- 
quent intervals is very useful. 

It is astonishing how rapidly the ap- 
petite for liquor vanishes under proper 
feeding. A strong will is much, but a 
sound stomach is far more important. 
I have no special theory to advocate, 
but the more vegetables and the fewer 
meats the better, within reasonable lim- 
its. I hope these suggestions may prove 
of some value to a rapidly diminishing 
army of sufferers.

| PUBLISHERS PRESS PLAN FOR COMPETENT CENSOR 


EW YORK, April 26.—As the re- 
sult of a suggestion made before 
the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ association on Tuesday 

by Hopewell. Rogers of Chicago, its 
retiring president, the organization de- 
cided today to seek codperation by the 
government in establishing a voluntary 
censorship bureau composed of prac- 
tical newspaper men. 

Mr. Rogers in his address alluded to 
“ wasted efforts in the preparation of 
government publicity matter and 
classed the head of the government’s 
publicity department as “ incompetent 
and disloyal.” 

Under the plan proposed today a 
committee of trained journalists would 
be selected to gather from the various 
departments such news as would be of 
interest to the public and of value in 
the prosecution of the war, and at te 
same time eliminate such material as 
publishers regard as unimportant, 
thereby saving the time and effort now 
used in sending out “copy” which 
reaches waste baskets.

" Mr. Cabell writes of Homer as of one 
lacking in realism. Of course there are 
many scenes of which this is true. The 
vast majority of Homer’s lines, how- 
ever, concern familiar methods of fight- 
ing, eating, quarreling, praying, lov- 
ing; plotting, and dying. There is so 
much realistic detail that special dic- 
tionaries are required for him. His 
conversations, being poetical, are often 
stilted and repetitious, but for that mat- 
ter how many characters in comtem- 
§ porary fiction talk as real people really 
talk? 
As for Homer’s miracles, proving a 
primitive imagination, the magazines 
and newspapers of today report prodi- 
gies of telepathy, materialization, and 
ovija board divination that are quite as 
amazing as any of the stunts of Ho- 
mers disappearing heroes and deities. 
In the solemn recitals of our day 
ghosts appear in the flesh and vanish; 
and tables speak, disclosing the future 
and carrying on conversations between 
the dead and the living; or at least 
very respectable people testify to these 
things and swear that they believe 
them, and they have no difficulty in 


What I object to is Mr. Cabell’s en 
des vor to envelop Greek life in a mys- 
tical auregle. He says that Greek ac- 
tors wore masks “so that their fea- 
tures might display unhuman perfec- 
tion.” But might not this be said just 
as truthfully of the grease paint masks 
of our actors today? And it is usually 


accepted that Greek actors wore large 


marks because they played in such 
enormous auditoriums that their fea- 
tures were lost in the bright sunlight. 
The mouths of the masks were mega- 
phonic for the purpose of carrying the 
sound to the distant auditors. g 
Ayain, Mr. Cabell speaks as if Sopho- 
cles and Euripides and their contem- 
poraries summed up Greek dramatic 
art. Yet a vast amount of Greek 
drama, tragedy and comedy, was as 
realintic as anything could possibly 
be, and much of it so very realistic 
that it is not translated even for 


musical comedy lyrics of today. In fact, 
Aristophanes and his rivals wrote mus- 
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could bardly be imagined. And then

HEN Mr. Cabell says that the 
Greeks “ were nurtured among 
art’s master works” he gives 
an idyllic decorative effect 
that is as unreal as even he could wish. 
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‘lucent costume with legs entirely bare. 


We have more of the Greek master- 
Pieces ir, the New York and Chicago 
art galleries than the average Greek 
ever saw, and we could quite as accu- 
rately say that the people of Chicago 
are “nurtured among art's master 
works.” Surely only a small propor- 
tion of the Greeks saw the master 
works at Athens and the few other 
cities that had them. Furthermore, 
not all of Greek art was master work. 

Greece had multitudes of sculptors, 
most of them bad. Athens had much 
of the most debased art. One who does 
not believe this may well read what 
the Athenians said of it. Redd the 
Guide Book that old Pausanias wrote. 

Wnen Mr. Cabeli says with an almost 
unearthly elegance the Greeks rec 
ognized with much of that perturbing 
candor wherewith children everywhere 
appraise their associates, that grace- 
fully to prevaricate about mankind and 
human exintence was art’s signal func- 
tion,” is he doing no more than what 
he so charmingly calls “ evoking a haze 
of lovely vords ? 

“Hazes of lovely words” are delight- 
ful, but they should not be published 
as history. The Greeks did not do any- 
thing of the sort, or rather but few 
of them did, and most of them didn’t. 
Some of the Greeks were, of course, 
superb a- tists, but some of them were 
loathers of art. There were fiercely 
accurate mathematicians who demon- 
strated of old that the earth was a 
globe and who got its circumference 
computed within about one-twentieth 
of the correct figure. Some of these 
Greeks we-e the coarsest and grossest 
materialists, and Phidias, the divine 
sculptor, was brought into court for 
graft in his gold and ivory statue of 
his god. , 

People who write so dreamily about 
Greek statuary seem to ignore the fact 
that it resembled less the white plaster 
or marble we see in galleries than the 
gaudy stuff we see in cheap homes. 
The Greeks painted all their statues, 
distinguishing flesh color, hair color, 
and clothes color. Sometimes they put 
jewels in their eyes and round their 
arms bracelets and armlets of precious 
metal. Their temples were painted 
like marble barns with advertisements 
on them. : 

Their best works in art, architecture, 
literature have never been surpassed, 
yet they were not always at their best 
and often at their worst. Some of 
their monuments to their dead were as 
atrocious as American or ‘Italian ceme- 
terial art. They developed amazing 
realism in sculpture, too; there could 
never be more photographic realism 
than their old beggars, their knife 


grinders, their boys picking thorns out 


of their feet, and others of the sort. 
The figurines of Tanagra were sold 
by the tens of thousands; they repre- 
sented everyday life in a myriad de- 
lightful forms; they showed ladies in 
big hats, parasols, high shoes, corsets, 
children playing games, horses, dogs, 
birds, foods, everything domestic and 
familiar. 
ot ® 

N fact, the life of the Greeks was 

modern. Of course it was once ac- 

tually modern. Time has saved 

many beautiful things and de- 
stroyed many others. It destroyed, for 
example, the most beautiful statue of 
ancient Greece, the Venus of Knidos, 
by Praxiteles. 

And that brings up Mr. Cabell's 
statément of the familiar myth that 
as he puts it: “ Greeks shared few of 
our delusions concerning decency; for 
of course they had no more moral aver- 
sion to a man’s appearing naked in the 
street than to a toad’s doing so, and 
objected simply on the ground that 
both were ugly.” 

This is a double ender for inaccu- 
racy. The Greeks were altogether too 
far from believing that men’s bodies 
were always ugly. Being in a tropical 
climate, they wore usually hardly more 
clothing than our people do on bathing 
beaches. On certain festivals there was 
a good deal of nudity, as there has 
been recently in our own time. I have 
myself seen—not to say public dancers 
but young ladies of excellent families 
dancing on lawns in scant and trans- 
Perhaps some Mr. Cabell of 2,000 years 


from now stumbling on a photograph 
of such a scene will describe it as a 


**

life and use it as a reproach to the 


prudery and matter of factness of his 


own time. 
But to return to Praxiteles. He made 
his most famous statue for the little 


Venus for a church. When Praxiteles 
invited his clients in to observe what 
he had done for them the vestrymen 


were so shocked at the nudity of the 
statue that they made him do another 


one fully clothed. His first Venus was 
sold for a bargain to the little island 
of Knidos, where it became famous. 

Greek literature abounds in proofs 
that the Greeks had the normal 
amount of prudery, modesty, and de- 
cency, With all the hypocrisies that go 
along. Their very word “gymnos” 
that we translate naked really 
meant “lightly clothed.”

O ome can really delve far into 
Greek history or art and main- 
tain that the Greeks were in 
the least such people as Mr. Cab- 

ell implies. He jumps across much 
interesting life to say “equally in the 
middle ages did literature avoid de-

He is saved 
by that “ equally,” for the middle ages 
was just as devoted to the credible 
as Greeks and Yankees were and are. 
They had a more elastic credulity in 
some things, but Lord knows our peo- 
ple do some mighty tall believing.

REGRET the necessity of impal- 
ing Assistant Professor of Latin 
Keith Preston, the pet of North- 
western; but, inasmuch as he has 

not only forced me to unsheath 
but has rushed headlong upon the 
point of my rapier, regret is tempered 
with reflection that the heedless will 
their fates. 

It is a pity, too. Mr. Preston is my 
most faithful reader. He weekly checks 
up on my every statement; and allusion 
sends him scurrying to the source 
books. Is perchance a comma out 
where one should be? He makes note 
of it. I could count on him for no end 
of faithful page work. A deft trouvére 
he would indite a ballade of my deeds 
and carol them in far-off Evanston. 

But excess of zeal has led to his un- 
doing. Last week I let drop a clause, 
none to pertinent to my theme, that 
although Menander was praised by no 
less than Caesar, not a play by Menan- 
der is extant. The assistant professor 
hastened to a catalog and, thumbing it 
with eagerness, discovered: “four 
Plays of Menander, edited by Edward 
Capps, Ginn & Co., 1910,” and forth- 
with ‘rushed into print with it. His 
colleagues in the classical department 


might have told him better and further | try 


counseled him that error is a sin in 
scholarship which expedition does not 
mitigate. 

The edition he found listed is mis- 
named: it does not contain four pla. 
but the fragments of four plays by Me- 
nander, only two of which are in such 
a state that the plots can be made out. 


The various Menander fragments, de- 


rived chiefly from the Oxyhynchus Pa- 


1 and the Gustave Lefebvre collec- 
tion dug up at Cairo in 1906, from 
which Prof. Capps drew most of his 
material, altogether make up only 
some several hundred more or less du- 
bious and imperfect lines out of the 
entire 108 [some say 106] plays Me- 
nander wrote. 

These fragments are of such an un- 
satisfactory character and are so in- 
conclusive in sustaining the reputa- 
tion Menander bore among his con- 
temporaries (and, indeed, until Well in 
the Christian era) that Dr. Philippe Le- 
grand of the University of Lyons has 
ignored them in his monumental work 
on the Komodia Nea and has relied 
mainly upon the translations of Plau- 
tus and Terence for his knowledge of 
the work of Philemon, Apollodorus, 
Diphilus, and Menander. 

His more prudent colleagues in the 
Greek department at Northwestern 
might have told the excited Latinist 
that the same Edward Capps, men- 
tioned in the catalog, supervised the 
cataloguing of the index of the much 
abridged translation, by Dr. James 
Loeb, of Dr. Legrand’s work on the 
New Comedy, the which was published 
last year by Heinemann in London and 
by G. P. Putnam’s Sons in this coun-

A number of CRicago banks are con- 
sidering plans for giving some meas- 
ure of protection to the hundreds of 
thousands of investors who have 
pought $50 and $100 denomination 
pearer bonds of the various Liberty 
joan issues and have no safe place 
in which to store them’ The Northern 
Trust has announced that it will give 
free safe deposit storage to small de- 
nomination bonds and other banks are 
expected to adopt the plan. 

-Bankers point to the vast number 
of individuals owning baby bonds as 
indicating the need of such protection. 
There are no accurate figures avail- 
able showing the number of owners 
of $60 and $100 bonds in Chicago for 
the reason that none can tell how 
many of the purchasers of the first 
jssue participated in the second floata- 
tion, but it is estimated that the num- 
ber is about 375,000. When the third 
joan has been placed the total 3 be 
500,000. 

Average Holdings $292.77. 
This estimate might appear extrava- 
pant but for the fact that the average 
amount of bonds of the second issue 
owned by individuals in the Chicago 
district is but $292.77. The average 
jnéividual holding in this district in 
the first loan campaign was $276.20. 

Bankers have recognized from the 

that small bond buyers were 
atitied to greater protection from theft 
and loss but have been unable to de- 
termine the best method of furnish- 
ing it. Were the buyer to demand 
that his bond be registered instead of 
jn coupon form he would be fully pro- 
tected and might then keep his securt- 
ties in the family album with safety. 

Banks and bond salesmen have dis- 
couraged the rogistering of bonds for 
two principal reasons; when registered 
the bonds cannot be transferred with- 
out verification of the signature of the 
owner and some bothersome detail of 
work for the banks which in the ag- 
gregate might become burdensome; a 
second reason is that if the majority 
of the fifteen or more millions of on- 
ers of Liberty bonds of the three issues
